Animals Seek Place to Die 


Prospector Explains Why Remains 


Are Found in Underground Caves 

Harry Wigg, a prospector well 
kinown in the Transvaal and Rhodesia, 
offers a remarkable explanation of the 
finding of the remains of wild animals 
in underground caves. 

He maintains that the same call 
that sets wild life migrating sends 
these creatures to a known goal 
when they know their time has come 
to die, 

Mr. Wigg recalls an_ interesting 
experience-he had in Southern Rho- 
desia, when a vast sepulchre of wild 
life was shown him by the Chief 
Nog of Southern Rhodesia. 

They passed down a _ valley in 
which there were neither trees nor 
birds nor any life whatsoever. Utter 
stillness reigned. 

The end of the valley was closed 
by a jagged, weather-worn curtain of 
conglomerate and on a ledge some 
ten feet above the floor on the valley 
was the entrance to a cave, the cen- 
tre of which was cleft by a big fissure. 

Huge boulders of conglomerate dis. 
integrated from the softer sandstone 
formed niches and minor caves and 
galleries. 

Every inch of the ledges was coy- 
ered by the remains of animals, 
while a pit was filled high with 
thousands of skeletons of all the big 


in all stages of “dry” decay.

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Henry Wilson 
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Murdered On Doorstep 


Of His 


London.—Field Marshal Sir Henry 
H, Wilson, one of England’s most 
illustrious soldiers, who was chief of 
the Imperial Staff during the final 
stages of the world war, was assas- 
sinated on the doorstep of his resi- 
dence in Eaton Place by two young 
men who gave the names of James 
O'Brien and James Connolly. 


The assassins had loitered about 
waiting an hour for his return from 
unveiling a memorial to the men of 
the Great Eastern Railway who fell 
in the war. When he alighted from 
his automobile, Field Marshal Wil- 
son walked up the steps and the 
men fired several shots at him from 
close range, three of which took ef- 
fect, one in the chest, one in the 
leg and the third in the wrist. The 
Field Marshal died before he could 
be taken into the house. His horri 
fied wife heard the shooting and rush- 
ed out to find her husband’s body, 
dressed in full uniform, lying in a 
pool of blood. 


This crime was immediately inevit- 
ably lined in the public mind with the 
political assassination of Lord 
Frederick Cavendish, Chief Secretary 
for Ireland, and Thomas H. Burke, 
the Under-Secretary, in Phoenix Park, 
Dublin, in 1882. The first impression 
was in a measure confirmed when 
Scotland Yard made public the names 
of the murderers and declared that 
Connolly had a letter in his posses- 
sion indicating he was a member of 
the Irish Republican Army. 

The assassins fled several hundred 
yards before their capture with po-' 
lice and civilians pursuing afoot and 
in motors, 

In the course of the running fight 
two of the policemen and a chauffeur 
were wounded. The men were final-! 
ly overpowered after a hard struggle, | 
the police, armed only with trun- 
cheons, showing great bravery in 
tackling men with formidable army 
guns. The crowd closed in on them 
and would probably have beaten them 
severely or killed them but for the 
protection afforded by the police.

| Problem of Returned Soldiers [- 


Widening of Scope of Royal Commis. 
sion Agreed Upon 

Ottawa.—Problems of the returned 
soldier were discussed in the House 
recently, The discussion arose on a 
motion for concurrence in the report 
of the special committee on pensions 
and re€stablishment, which “was 
adopted without division. 

Herbert Marler of St. Lawrence- 
St. George (Montreal) Chairman of 
the Committee, related at length its 
activities and its findings. He em- 
phasized the great debt of Canada 
to the returned men but observed, 
toc, that they were also citizens of 
Canada and on them devolved the 
duties of citizenship. And following 
Mr. Marler, Alfred Speakman, of 
Red Deer, Chairman of the Sub-Com- 
mittee on Land Settlement, review- 
ed what was proposed in the way of 
assistance to soldier settlers on the 
land. The aim of the scheme was 
sound, he asserted, The difficulty 
lay in changed economic conditions: 

Subsequently came criticisms, J. 
T. Shaw (Progressive, Calgary West) 
—himself a war veteran—had an 
amendment to extend the score of the 
royal commission, proposed to investi- 
Bate G.W.V.A. charges against the 
Pensions Board. Under Mr. Shaw’s 
amendment the commission would 
have power to make‘a complete sur- 
vey of existing re-establishment 
needs, and to investigate the ques- 
tions of exchange and canteen funds. 
Mr. Shaw regretted that the special 
committee had made no definite pro- 
posals in regard to unemployment. 
He criticized limitations placed on 
returned soldiers’ insurance, 

From other members also came 
pleas that the scope of the proposed 
royal commission should be extended. 

Mr. Marler eventually agreed to a 
widening of the scope of the Royal 
commission, but declared that the 
provision to investigate “exchange” 
matters would entail a great deal of 
expense. He suggested that the 
clause be dropped. Mr. Shaw with- 
drew his amendment on this under- 
standing.

Judging by 
the manner this method of communt- 
cation has appealed to the business 
and entertainment of Canadians al- 
ready, radio is due to revolutionize 
many phases of Dominion life. Rail- 
ways, newspapers, pleasure resorts, 
theatres, business houses and thous- 
ands of private individuals are install- 
ing’ radio outfits, and Canada has 
proved no laggard in keeping in step 
with this particular line of progress. 

Preyious to the general interes. 
awakened in radio in this country, 
wireless was fairly extensively used in 
the Dominion in numerous lines of 
operation, A yery fine service was 
built up by the forestry service of 
British Columbia as part of its pre- 
cautions against forest fires and to 
keep rangers in instant touch with 
each other and with headquarters. 
Several pulp and paper companies 
have had communication between the 
limits and city headquarters by wire- 
less. Excellent results have been 
achieved with the use of radio in the 
fishing industry especially in the an- 
nual seal hunt off Newfoundland 
coasts, when the work of aviators 
flashing back the location of seal 
herds has proved invaluable and re- 
sulted in much larger caiches being 
made in infinitely shorter time. 

In ithe new wave wireless interest 
whic has swept over the country, 
radio associations have been formed 
in every section where, through co- 
operation, wireless entertainment is 
provided and the intricacies of radio 
studied. Organizations have sprung 
into existence all over for the manu- 
facture of aparatus and the operation 
of stations. Demands are being 
made for the greater commercial use 
of radio, and projects under way are 
calculated to provide ave wae a 


at St. John, NB, to engage in the 
radio telegraph business and operate 
both sending receiving stations as 
well as to sell equipment for same. A 
similar company has been organized 
at Vancouver, at the other extreme of 
the continent; at Winnipeg a five mil- 
Hon dollar company has been incor- 
porated with the same objects; three 
companies have been incorporated in 
Edmonton, Alberta; whilst in between 
in the various provinces, companies 
are in the process of formation for 
the object of promoting the work of 
wireless, 

Indications are that the new inter- 
est in wireless will bring about an ex- 
tension of the systems prevailing for 
the protection and development — of 
various Canadian natural resources. 
The splendid aid of wireless in for- 
estry has been ably demonstrated in 
British Columbia, and now it Is in- 
tended to install two radio stations in 
Manitoba for the use of forest aero- 
plane surveys in the province. This 
entails also the equipment of the fly- 
ing boats in operation with wireless 
outfits. Their main work will be that 
of reporting fires and enabling fight- 
ing parties to be transported to the 
burning areas without loss of time, as 
well as in sending authentic weather 
reports from the north country. 

The commercialization of radio tele- 
graphy should be greatly facilitated in 
the Canadian western provinces-from 
the faet that the telephones are owned 
and operated by the various Provin- 
cial Governments, thus making it a 
convenient extension to bring the 
radio systems under the one control. 
The province of Manitoba is to take 
the lead in this regard, according to 
announcement, and enter into the 
radio broadcasting business at an 
early date on a commercial basis, 

The first passenger train in the Do- 
minion of Canada to be equipped with 
a radio apparatus was a Canadian 
Pacific Railway local out of Winnipeg. 
This was the Livestock Improvement 
Special of seventeen cars which left 
during May, to tour the province of 
Manitoba under the auspices of the 
railway and Federal and Proyincial

Invisible Inks 


Writing That Cannot Be Read Until 
Paper is Warmed 

There are many secret or so-called 
invisible inks with which a message 
may be written that will remain invis- 
ible until warmed or treated with 
some chemical. 

For instance, a very weak solution 
of chloride.uf cobalt in water will 
have only a very pale pink color, so 
that a message written on pink paper 
will be perfectly invisible. When 
the paper is warmed the writing will 


suddenly appear bright blue, only to 
fade away, when warmth will again 
revive it. 


All these inks can now be detected 
by chemicals or by special lighting 
and photography. 
~ There 1s, however, another class, 
known as “fugitive” inks, which have 
the property of disappearing some 
time after they have been used. 

An ink of this kind was once sold 


in Paris. Known as “Lover's Ink,” 
‘it was guaranteed to fade away in 
less than a month, so that letters 


written with it could not be used as 
evidence against the writer! Later 
its sale was stopped by the police.

The World Debt 


New York Bank Estimates Different 
Nations’ Percentage 

It has been estimated by one of the 
New York banks that as the world 
debt now stands, France will require 
upward of 40 per cent. of her people's 
total peace time income, as that iIn- 
come was tormerly figured, to meet 
the interest obligations and upkeep 
expenses of the nation. Great Brt- 
tain will require 28 per cent. Rus- 
sia, when obligations ultimately are 
honored, will apparently require 
more than 45 per cent. of her peo- 
ple’s income, as that was figured 
prior to the war. Before making any 
indemnity obligations, Austria-Hun- 
gary will require 48 per cent. and 
Germany 31 per cent. The taxes of 
the United States for the same pur- 
pose will be a little better than 5 per 
cent,, and Italy 26 per cent. Figured 
another way, if the individual’s in- 
come were turned over to the gov- 
ernment to defray expenses the Am- 
erlcan would work fifteen days to 
pay his government tax; the English- 
man would work 84 days; the Ger- 
the Frenchman 120 
days; and the Russian and Austrian 
would have to do even better than 
that. This makes no allowance what- 
ever for the repayment of principal 
and takes account only of carrying 
and upkeep charges—Farm and 
Ranch Review.

Improved Type of Machine for Cross 
Channel Mail Service 


A new type of flying boat with seat- 
ing capacity for six passengers and 
fitted with Rolls Royce 376 horse- 
power engines, is being built for the 
Cherbourg - Southampton passenger 
and mail air service, which will be 
started in September to connect with 
trans-Atlantic steamers. 

It is claimed that flying boats pass- 
ing over sea need not attain the alti- 
tude necessary in overland or cross- 
channel flying, and that they possess 
additional advantages.

The war prevented immediate ac 
tion on the recommendations of the 
commission, but in July, 1919, the 
Government passed the Technical 
Education Act, by which a total of 
$10,000,000 is to be granted to the 
provinces during a period of ten 
years for the purpose of promoting 
teckaical education. This assistance 
has given a decided impetus to the 
work and every province is now buiid- 
ing new technical schools. The total 
number operating in the Dominion in 
1920 was 189, with an aggregate en 
rolment of 60.546 students 

These schools conduct colirses in 
every branch of industrial and com 
mercial occupations. Pre-vocational 
classes prepare juniors for appren 
ticeship or for regular vocational 
courses. Part-time co-operative or 
continuation classes provide special 
instruction for apprentices and 
juvenile employees. Evening unit 
courses are provided for skilled and 
unskilled workers in all branches of 


selves for promotion. Vocational and 
technical day classes prepare students 
for employment in industry and for 
entrance into advanced classes in 
technical and commercial colleges and 
universities. Special classes are pro 

| vided for women and girls. Corres 

pondence courses in mining are con 

ducted in British Columbia, Alberta 
and Nova Scotia. 

The major lines of activity to which 
the vocational or technical education 
programme is being adjusted are: (1) 
Wholesale and retail business, includ. 


ing importing and exporting; (2) 
banking, brokerage and insurance; 
(3) metal products—hardware, ma 
chines and tools, automobiles, heating 
and ventilating equipment, elec- 
trical equipment, farm imple- 
ments and machinery, steam 
| bower equipment—stationary, marine 
jand locomotive—and railroad equip 
|ment; (4) wood products—buildings, 


furniture, pulp and paper, farm equip 
ment, vehicles and automobile bodies; 
(5) mining—coal, gold, sliver, copper 
and nickel; (6) railroad operation 

apprentices, shopmen, trainmen, en 
ginemen, telegraphers; (7) marine 
engineering and navigation; (8) sta 
tlonary steam engineering and steam 
plant operation; (9) hydro-electric 
power plants—transmission of electri 
cal energy for lighting, heating, street 
and inter-urban electric railway pur 
poses; (10) home-making and wage 
earning occupations for girls and wo- 
men; (11) the skilled and semi-skilled 


trades; (12) agriculture; (13) muni 
cipal, provincial and federal Civil 
Services. 


Vocational schools are controlled by 
Advisory Committees of the Municipal 
Boards of Education, consisting of 
representatives of the board, of em- 
ployers and of employees. The 
courses of study are organized to meet 
the needs of each community—indus 
trial, agricultural, or whatever they 
may be-—-and new courses are added 
as cccasion demand. The point of

Afghanistan 

Why is a railway being built 
through the Khyber? It is because 
whether it is Afghanistan threatening 
war or punishment to be meted out 
to the Zakha Khol, the marching of 
troops and their leagues of baggage 
through the Pass has in the past cost 
us untold loses in men, animals, and 
looted stores and equipment. All the 
Khyber is not a defile of which the 
heights can be crowned. Part of the 
Pass runs through very broken coun- 
try, which cannot be commanded from 
any given spot and every furlong of 
which presents opportunities for am- 
buscades or the solitary sniper. But 
there are’ also sound commercial rea- 
sons for the line. It can be made to 
pay. After all, the greater part of 
the trade of Central Asia has come 
through the Pass for centuries. Hith- 
erto it has had to pay the blackmail 
levied by the Afridis, but in future it 
will be booked through to Peshawar 
without any prospect of it being loot- 
ed on the way. The result ought to 
be a great revival of trade with Af- 
ghanistan. And that is the way the 
Afghans look upon the railway. It 
is not a pistol pointed at the head of 
Afghanistan, but a channel of traffic 
which ought to greatly enrich that

More than a million feet of stand- 
ing timber, poles and posts valued at

Sixty thousand people passed the 
coffin of Lieutenant Benpett, the air- 
man who was killed at the same time 
as Sir Ross Smith, who met an acci- 
dental death in England, as the body 
lay in state in Queen's Hall in the 
Parliament House, Melbourne. 


Foot and mouth disease has again

The peak has occurred in the Derby- 
shire area, where over 100 animals 
have been certified affected by the 
disease.

Many Brands Will Have to be 
Renewed this Year 
A violation of the Brands Act, re- 


sulting in conviction and fine, is re- 


ported by the Saskatchewan provin- 
cial police to the Deputy Minister of 
Agriculture for the province. The 


case occurred in Goodwater, and as it 
was a first offence anda there were ex- 
tenuating circumstances, the mint- 
mum fine of $5.00 was imposed, al- 
though the act provides for a maxl- 
mum fine of $200.00. 

W. F. Windeatt, recorder of brands, 
Provincial Department of Agriculture, 
states that the act respecting brands 
is on the whole very well observed, as 
ranchers and farmers generally real- 
ize the benefit the livestock industry 
receives from an act which gives a 
man prima facie evidence in any court 
or tribunal in Saskatchewan of the 
ownership by the owner of any 
brand of the animal bearing the same 
brand, 

Many brands have to be renewed 
this year, as.the brands allotted in 
both 1916 and 1918 have to be renew- 
ed before December 31, 1922. In 
1916 brands were issued for a six-year 
period, but the act was amended in 
1918 when brands were allotted for 
four years, so that brands allotted in 
1918 have to be renewed a year before 
the brands allotted in 1917.

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At The Battle River Bridge 


a 


Last week a gang of men be 
gan to cut timber on the right 
of way on the south side of the 
Battle river, six miles south of 
Camrose, where the new cut-ofl 
is to be built thissummer. Fred 
Mannix, of Calgary, anold rail- 
road builder, has the contract 
for the work, aud expects his 
outfit of horses and graders 
here sometime this week, when 
work will start in earnest. The 
new grade will be entirely side 
hill cuts and fills, through heavy 
ily timbered land, and will take 
sometime to complete on ac- 
count of the large amount of 
material to handle. 

The line will leave the G.T.P. 
just south of the J. F. Ross 
farm, severing the road which 
skirts the hillsouth of the big 
bridge, It will counect upwith 
the OU.N.R. at Battle siding, 
where Stoney creek enters the 
river. The distance is slightly 
over three and a half miles. 
Last year a large new water 
tank was erected at the point 
where the junction will be, and 
and the tank will serve both 
lines, 

The building of this cut-off 
will do away with the necessity 
of the large -bridge over the 
river, this side of the village of 
Duhamel and no doubt the ties 
and rails will be lifted from the 
old grade between here and the 
bridge. ‘The expense of level- 
ling the grade on the yarious 
farms which were cut by the 
railroad would be more than 
the land is worth, and will like- 
ly never be done, ‘The govern 
ment owus the right of way, 
and it might be well for our 
Board of Tvade and the Rural 
Municipality to look into the 
feasibility of this grade as a 
shorter traffic road between 
Comvose and the river,—Cam 
rose Cauadian, 


Poison Is Being Wasted 

A great deal of grasshopper 
poison bait is being wasted it 
has been found by the depart- 
ment of agriculture . through 
the fact that the bait is often 
put outatthe wrong time of 
day, andin some cases before 
the boppers have made their 
appearance at all. Grasshop- 
pers begin to feed in the morn- 
ing when the sun becomes hot 
enough to heat them up, and 
this isthe time to place the 
bait. Good judgment must be 
used in this regard, but from 
present observations, on ordi- 
nary warm days, the proper 
time to place the bait is be- 
tween 6.30 and 9 in the morn- 
ing. The effectiveness of the 
bait depends much upon this. 
The bait may be effective for 
two hours if the moisture con- 
dition of the baitis right, but 
not be effective for an hour if 
put out too late in the day. 
Young grasshoppers suck rath 
er than eat, thus the impor- 
tance-of having proper mois- 
ture condition in the bait,
